Haying And Grazing Of Set- Aside 
Acreage Possible Under New Program 


VISALIA — With most of the 
state suffering from a rather 
severe drought the Tulare 
County ASC committee has 
considered provisions, which 
permits haying and grazing of 
set-aside acreage, according to 
M.L. Rogers, committee 
chairman. 

The procedure permits 
grazing with a reduction in 
payment for the acreage used, 
which may be of assistance in 
preventing disorderly marketing 
of livestock in Tulare county. 

Committee request to the 
State ASC committee for 
approval was. accepted, subject 
to the following rules. 

1. Haying of set-aside acreage 
is not approved. 

2. The minimum charge 
(reduction in payment) for 
grazing dryland set-aside is $2.00 
per acre per month. COCs may

set rates based on their estimate 
of the value of the grazing, but 
these rates may not be less than 
the $2.00 minimum. 

3. Grazing of irrigated 
set-aside is approved only if an 
annual crop such as sudan is 
planted on it. Grazing of 
irrigated set-aside acreage in 
existing permanent pasture or 
alfalfa is not permitted. 

4. The minimum charge for 
grazing irrigated set-aside is 
$25.00 per acre per season. 
(Calculated on the basis of five 
months at $5.00 per month). 

5. The minimum charge for 
grazing beet tops is $5.00 per 
acre per month. 

6. The maximum charge for 
reletting grazing to a third party 
is $3.00 in addition to the 
minimum charge, for example, if 
the minimum charge is $2.00 the 
maximum charge is $5.00. In the

Peaches And 
Oranges Move 
From County 


VISALIA Spring peaches 
are now. being picked and 
packed in Tulare county and 
Valencia oranges are being 
packed for export, according to 
weekly report of Agricultural 
Commissioner Elvin O. Mankins. 

In commenting on county 
agriculture, Mankins said that 
plums, late peaches, and 
nectarines are being thinned; 
cotton chopping has started; 
alfalfa is being cut and baled;

complex, that manufactures 
Willys Jeeps, Harvestor tractors, 
Otis Lifts, electronics and 
instruments, for foreign 
companies. 

Dastoor, pointed out that 
there are approximately 4.25 
million acres of land under the 
plow, with only 2.5 million acres 
that are being sprayed.

In 1960 - according to the 
U.S.D.A. study. - the farmer’s 
share of the consumer dollar was 
39c.

Mr. Meany’s reported anguish 
over food costs is not supported 
by that segment of the U.S.D.A. 
study. which notes that 
expressed as a percentage of 
disposable income - Americans 
are paying steadily less for food. 

The consumer with 
disposable income of $1,937 in 
1960 paid 20% - $388 - for 
“market basket” food at retail. 
In 1970 - with income up over 
73% to $3,358 - this “‘average” 
consumer spent $557 for food... 
or 16.6% of his disposable income. 

O.W. Fillerup, Executive Vice 
President of the Council of 
California Growers, noted that 
the retail cost of the “‘market 
basket” had risen in most years 
since 1947, with 1970 topping 
the 1947-1949 level by 36%. He 
said that, on the other hand, 
returns to farmers had actually 
decreased in many of those years 
and, in 1970, were only 6% 
higher than in 1947-1949. ; 

“Perhaps Mr. Meany should 
look to sharply rising labor 
costs, without equivalent 
increase in productivity, as a 
major contributor to the. rising 
levels of prices for food,” 
Fillerup said.

Shade Trees 
Need Constant 


Supply Of Water 


VISALIA — Shade trees in a 
lawn or yard setting need more 
irrigation water than the lawn or 
flowers require, says Tulare 
County Farm Advisor Vince 
Schweers. 

For good health and growth, 
the entire root system of the 
tree should contain a uniform 
supply’ of moisture, Schweers 
says. A tree’s root system 
usually extends beyond the 
ends of the branches and may be 
as extensive below the soil 
surface as the branches above it. 

The ideal way would be to fill 
the soil in the entire tree’s root 
area with moisture during the 
winter when the trees are
